The city of Deoatnr on the 17th day of 


October, 1885, entered into an agreement 
with the Fort Wayne "Jenney" Electrio 
Light company by which the latter put 
in an electric light plant consisting of 
eight'towers, ten O'Beirne mast arms,fif ty 
"Jenney" double carbon lamps, wires, en- 
gines and dynamos. The plant was \ nt 
in at the risk of the Fort Wayne com- 
pany, the city reserving the option of 
purchasing it in case it proved satisfac- 
tory. After a fair trial the city exercised 
its option of purcase and the plant be- 
came the property of the city. 


Some time in 1887 the Brush Electric 


company instituted suit on their letters 
patent against the Fort Wayne Eleetric 
Light company and others for the in- 
fringement of the Brush system of double 
carbon lamps, The suit was brought in 
the circuit court of the United States for 
the District of Indiana and was tried 
before Judge Gresham who sustained 
the Brush patent and granted the neces- 
sary injunctions. Suits were also insti- 
tuted by the Brush company against tie 
Belvidere Electrio Lighting company; 
be Sperry Electrio company; the Nor- 
ykw & Marmon company, and the Indi- 
napolis Union Railway company, and in 
ach of these cases judgment was in 
avor of the Brush company. 


While the case has not been tried in 
be United States supreme court, prolm- 
ly for the reason that none of the tle- 
endants care to appeal, the uniformity 
f the decisions of the lower courts show 
onolnsively that the judgment will 
taud. 
The Brush company has notified the 
ity of Decatnr that the use of the Fort 
Wayne company's lamps is an infringe- 
ment on the rights of the Brush corn- 


any and have proposed to settle with 
lie city on the condition that the city 
ubstitute the Brush lamp for the "Jen- 
ney" system now in use. 


This proposition, it is not at all unlikely, 
he city will be forced to accept. On the 
heory that the decision rendered in 
avor of the Brush people will stand, 
he only 
avenue of escape for 
the 


ity would be to substitate single car- 
x>n lamps which would necessitate the 
enewal ot the carbons at some period in 
he night, which would entail much extra 
abor and annoyance. 


In case the city refuses to come to an 


,greement 
satisfactory to the Brush 


>eople, they say that they will at once 
mjoin the city and thus prevent the fur- 
,her use of the lamps. In that case the 
rity might go into the market and pur- 
chase some other double carbon lamp, 


ut in anticipation of thut the Brush 


company claims the decisions are broad 
inough to cover all double carbon lamrs' 
md that they have, under these decis- 
ons the exclusive right to manufacture 
,nd sell double carbon lamps capable of 
mrning two pairs of carbons success- 
vely, and a careful examination of the 
decisions certainly warrants the Brush 
company in their claims. 


It is not known whether, in case the 


ity purchases the Brush lamp, that com 
mcy will impose a royalty or not, but it 
sfeirto presume they will not, and if 
such proves to be true the expense to tbe 
'ity would be covered by the cost of the 
amps and putting them in position. 


Upon a careful examination of the con- 


raot between the city und the Fort 
tVayne company nothing appears which, 
n any way, would hold that company lia- 
>le for the expense of the change, and 
•hisisbut another evidence of the dan 
ger in purchasing electric or other appa- 
ratus which is constantly undergoing im 
>rovements which are patented without 
requiring the person or company selling 
such outfits to idemnify the purchaser 
against anv loss by reason of infringe- 
ment and it is to be hoped the city coun- 
cil, even in case is compelled to put in 
the Brush lamp, will insist that that com 
pany shall idemnify it against loss in rase 
of a reversal of the present decisions by 
ihe Supreme or any other Federal court. 
The city has the consolation of knowing 
hat many other cities are in the same 
loat with it.
